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SCHIEDAM’s “De Nolet” windmill was built in 2005 for Nolet Distillery B.V. to produce electricity. It was built to 
blend-in with the looks of the old windmills in the surrounding areas. This type of windmill is called a “Stellingmolen”, 
and it is made of concrete and the outer cladding is red bricks. It will produce around 250,000 KWh of electricity per 
year. The interior also houses meeting rooms and a movie theatre. More on Schiedam on pages 18 & 19.

It looked like she would have to wait at least a year before 



facing court, but luckily for her the court case was fast tracked 
to 30 July. After a week in court, the jury acquitted Linda and 
she is now free to go back to The Netherlands. 

Linda is still recovering from the accident, both physically 
and mentally. Although the nightmare of the court case is now 
over, she is left with a massive bill. Her legal representation 
has cost her over $100,000. Linda and her family have no 
means to pay this bill. Various fundraisers have been held and 
are being planned back in The Netherlands, but here in WA, 
we can help out too!

A DAY IN THE LIFE OF SUPPORT WORKER KLAASKE 
What was the inspiration 15 years ago to apply to work for DACWA as Support 
Worker? 

There was no inspiration at the beginning it was more a coincidence. My husband 
drove past the Dutch Club and stopped to have a look. The Coordinator who was in 
charge at that time came outside and asked if she could help him. She explained 
what she was doing and my husband told her about me and my qualification in 
Aged Care. She recommended to him to let me know I could have an interview on 
the 1 st April. Which I first thought was a joke when he told me. 

So I went for my interview and I have worked for DACWA since; that was in 
1997. 

What are your responsibilities as Support Worker? 

My responsibilities are to support clients to live as independently as possible and to 
clients individual care plan. Every client has different needs. We are assisting with shopping, medical appointments, cleaning, 
personal care, meal preparation and a big part is social support. Any concerns about our clients we have to report back to the 
Care Team. 

Can you please describe a good day as a Support Worker? 

A good day for me is when I leave a client’s place and know I have done as much as possible to support my client. When I leave 
my client and they have a smile on their face I know I did the right thing. Or after returning from a holiday and a client tells me 
they have missed me; that is nice too. 

What is a bad day? 

If I would have too many bad days I would not be here for 15 years. A sad day is when you lose a client because they move into 
residential care or have passed away. 

You will experience a lot of challenges because every client has different needs and attitudes. 

I have worked with clients with dementia and with mental health issues but so far I was able to deal with them in the right way 
because of my experience and training. 

How can you see the changes within the Organisation? 

Over the last 15 years the organisation has grown and became a better place to work for. 

I have a good working relationship with the Care Team and the rest of the office staff. The Support staff is getting more often the 
chance to catch up and enjoy Workshops, Team-building workshops. (River cruise, Christmas party etc.) 

Are you still satisfied with your work? 

I think I have said it all. Good place to work for, good understanding between carers and office staff and of course very nice 
clients to go to. 

How can you prevent to get too involved with a client? 

After 15 years working as a Support Worker you learn to keep a certain distance, otherwise you can’t do the job and you will 
have a “burn out” one day. That is why DACWA has policies/procedures in place to support us; to keep boundaries is very 
important. 

Some clients ask for our private phone numbers, addresses or want us to come for private visits but this is not possible. We have 
to work on a professional level and that means to stick to the boundaries. 

If I have any problems I know I can call the Care Team and they always find time to solve any issues.

This is where someone who understands e.g. their culture, their food, their music becomes 
very important. These seniors might have lived in the same town or area where you come from or where you loved 
to go on holidays. 

Some of the elderly in our community are socially isolated and feel lonely and this can very easily turn into 
depression. This can be caused due to circumstances such as the passing of a partner, children who do not visit 
regularly or live interstate. Sometimes children are not able to speak the parent’s first language. 

It would be great if you could become a volunteer to visit one of our seniors, once every fortnight for an hour or so. 
The joy you can bring will be incredible and will be the highlight of the elderly person’s week. In return you might 
have that feeling of contentment knowing what you have accomplished and sense a kind of belonging.

DACWA NOMINATION LETTER 

We would like to nominate Dutch Aged Care (WA) Inc. for the 2012 ACSWA Excellence in Care Awards in the category 
Organisation. 

Dutch Aged Care (WA) Inc. (DACWA) has the principal aim to assist in maintaining and/or improving the quality of life 
of persons who are aged and living in the Perth (WA) metropolitan area and who identify with the Dutch or the German 
culture. 

DACWA started 25 years ago as a very small volunteering group with a modest Visitors’ Program for frail Dutch speaking 
seniors. During the years however, the urgent need for cultural appropriate services for Dutch and German (Germanic) 
speaking elderly people became more evident. The board and staff became passionate in what DACWA stood for and 
together worked hard to make DACWA grow into a professional but compassionate Culturally and Linguistic Diverse 
(CALD) service provider and DACWA now proudly delivers three different services to our communities of interest. 

Our target group consist of those who identify with the Germanic speaking background, for example Dutch, German, 
Swiss, Austrian, Flemish, South African or Dutch Indonesian. All office and care staff are bi-lingual and from the same 
cultural background as the service recipients which is what makes our programs so very effective. 

DACWA receives funding for 56 Community Aged Care Packages (CACPs) but delivers services to 64 elderly clients. 

Our CALD CACPs are individually planned and coordinated by the Care Team to assist people from a Germanic speaking 
background who require our services because of their complex need and who otherwise are at risk of having to leave their 
homes and communities. We strongly believe in supporting people who prefer an independent and individual lifestyle with 
family and friends and within their own homes. This can best be achieved with cultural appropriate services delivered by 
care staff of the same cultural background and by assisting clients to maintain strong links with their culture and 
community. 

DACWA uses the Wellness approach, where a client’s strength is identified and built upon. Clients are encouraged to 
remain as independent as possible, using their strengths, and assisting them only in those areas where they need help. 
DACWA will assist clients to attend a Day-Care Centre or exercise activities if they so wish. 

To remain as active as possible is important for all which is why two years ago DACWA set up a very popular Ratatouille 
Fun Group held at the Neerlandia clubhouse (our landlord) and clients are encouraged to attend. Sessions entail gentle 
exercises, brain gym and lots of socialising. After the session there is a light lunch prepared by one of the care staff who is 
trained in the Food Safety Program. Transport to the venue and back home is provided. 

DACWA also has an extremely successful Home Visitors Scheme (HVS), which is self-funded by DACWA, and a 
thriving Community Visitors Scheme (CVS), which is a Commonwealth initiative. Both visitors programs are overseen by 
a coordinator who matches over 65 Germanic speaking volunteers with more than 70 lonely elderly people who are at risk 
of social isolation. These programs complement and support our CACP program. 

Frequently the HVS coordinator will become aware of the need of a consumer for a CACP package and she will alert the 
CACP Care Team of this fact. As a result this consumer will be referred for an AC AT assessment and if approved for a 
CACP package will be offered one by DACWA. 

When a client’s needs become too great for a CACP package and moves to an Aged Care Facility (ACF), the CACP Care 
Team will contact the CVS coordinator, who will then contact the ACF and request for a resident’s profile, so a visitor 
from the same CALD background can be arranged. 

At DACWA we are well aware that without care staff, there will be no services to our clients. Equally the quality of the 
care staff determines the quality of the services. We like to keep our staff happy and well skilled. Consequently we 
encourage and assist care staff to obtain Certificate III and Certificate IV in Aged Care as well as a 3-day Dementia Care 
Essentials course. We also provide quarterly workshops on topics such as Boundaries, Occupational Health and Safety, 
Food Safety and documentation. 

We pay a higher hourly rate to our qualified staff and we increase staff wages after 2, 4 and 6 years of continuous service. 
Staff retention is high at DACWA with 70% of our staff working with the organisation for 2 years or more. Frequently 
previous staff members contact us to enquire if it would be possible to be re-employed. At the moment that is possible 
because DACWA is a growing organisation (from 44 CACPs to 64 CACPs in one year) and we need to maintain staff 
levels to keep the best possible workforce available for our service recipients. We are therefore constantly recruiting 
cultural appropriate care staff and volunteers. 

The Care Team works extremely hard to ensure the CACP services are delivered optimal. This team has a good working 
relationship with client’s family and/or friends, which is crucial in good service delivery. Each client’s access to services is 
based on consultation with the client and their representative, on consideration of available resources and program 
eligibility. All clients’ needs are monitored and regularly reassessed taking into account any relevant program guidelines 
and in accordance with the complexity of the client’s needs. The individual client’s care plan is reviewed in consultation 
with them and their family. All our brochures and client agreements are available in English, Dutch and German. 

Our client-centred services are unique and enjoy strong support from within our communities of interest. Our CACPs give 
both the clients and staff a feeling of belonging and self-worth. Moreover, through feedback of surveys and suggestions 
from clients’ we have evidence that over 95% of DACWA’s service users are extremely satisfied about the service levels. 
That has also been expressed by our previous and present clients through family, friends and their relations. Our ongoing 
growth is largely based on the “refer” system. 






The City of Monuments: Schiedam 


SCHIEDAM 

\ . Schiedam is a city and municipality in the province of South Holland in the west of The 
7 Netherlands. It is part of the Rotterdam metropolitan area. The city is located west of 
Rotterdam, east of Vlaardingen and south of Delft. In the south it is connected with the 
village of Pernis by the Benelux tunnel. 

In 2012, the population reached 76244. The total land area is 19.89 km 2 . 

The city boasts 225 National Monuments and is world famous for its Gin manufacture. 

HISTORY 

Schiedam was founded in roughly the same way as its big neighbour Rotterdam. 

Around the year 1230 the river Schie was dammed by the Lord of Wassenaer and the 
Amtlord Dirk Bokel of the Amt Mathenesse, this to protect the existing polderland 
against the seawater from the North Sea. 

In 1247, Lady Adelaide of Holland married John I, Count of Hainaut. As dowry she 
received from him the eastern part of the dam together with the adjacent polder. The 
dam attracted many trade activities because goods for and from the hinterland (Delft, 
and further away Leiden and Haarlem) had to be transhipped. A small town developed 
swiftly around the dam and its activities. 

In the year 1275 Schiedam received city rights from Lady Adelaide, this in her capacity 
as sister of William II, the reigning Count of Holland. She ordered the building of a 
castle near the Schie, which is known till today as the "Huis te Riviere" or "Slot 
Mathenesse"(Castle Mathenesse). Remnants of a donjon, which were once part of the 
castle, are still visible today in the centre of Schiedam and near the city office. 

As a young settlement Schiedam soon got competition from surrounding towns and cities. In 1340, Rotterdam and 
Delft also were allowed to establish a connection between the Schie and the Meuse. From the 15th century on, the 
city flourished as a place of pilgrimage on the devotion around Saint Lidwina, one of the most famous Dutch Saints, 
who lived her life in Schiedam. The city gained subsequently significance by fishing for herring. In 1428 a great city 
fire swept through Schiedam, thereby destroying large parts of the then wooden city . 

BOOMING INDUSTRY 

The 18th century was Schiedam's Golden Age, when the gin industry flourished as imports from France came to a 
standstill and that made the emergence of the Schiedamse distilleries possible. Once there were 180 distilleries and 

dozens of them exported Schiedam jenever throughout the world. The Gin 
industry gave the city its nickname 'Black Nazareth'. This industry is now largely 
gone, however, there are still a few very successful ones exporting gin and vodka 
worldwide. 

The five windmills in the town are called: De Noord, De Walvisch, Drie 
Koornbloemen, Nieuwe Palmboom and Vrijheid - the highest windmills in the 
world because they had to stick out above the high warehouses, and many 
warehouses are relicts of this past. At one point, twenty windmills could be found 
in the city. The majority of these were mills which ground grain for the malt wine 
distillers, who in turn supplied the jenever industry. In one of the former factories 
at the Lange Haven the National Jenever Museum is established. 

On 10 August 1856 the first major train accident in the 
Netherlands happened near the Schiedam railway 
station, causing 3 deaths. On 4 May 1976 another 
Schiedam train disaster took place near the station 
which caused 24 deaths. 

At the end of the 19th and throughout the 20th century, the shipbuilding industry was 
booming in Schiedam, with the existence of large companies like Wilton-Fijenoord and 
others. In 1941, the ancient municipalities Kethel and Spaland were merged with 
Schiedam, which made large expansions of the city possible with residential areas in the 
north. At the end of the 20th century the shipbuilding industry largely disappeared and 
nowadays Schiedam is mainly a commuter town being part of the Rotterdam metropolitan

Owing to the heydays of the jenever and shipping industries, Schiedam’s city centre has a wealth of stories. In fact, it 
has the biggest historical city centre of the Rijnmond area. No other city in the Netherlands has a history quite like it. 
Built by prosperous distillers, the 225 national monuments in Schiedam have a history you can taste and nostalgia 
you can feel. 


The city centre offers many possibilities for a real voyage of discovery. A city tour takes you along the harbours, the 
six highest mills in the world, and distilleries and malt houses. You can also follow the footsteps of Saint Lidwina, 
one of the most famous Dutch saints, by admiring her beautiful relics, located in the Lidwina Basiliek. The 
museums, galleries, workshops and specialty shops are definitely worth a visit. 

Moreover, throughout the year, the city centre is the backdrop for a large number of public events and has wonderful 
parks. Schiedam can also be discovered from the water: From April till October you can take a tour on the Fluister 
boot (whisper boat). There are also various mooring points for cruises in the city centre. 

THE STORY OF THE CITY 

The museums of Schiedam tell the story of the city. Relive the olden days in the old grocer’s 
shop of the Nationaal Cooperatie Museum or in the Jenever Museum Schiedam, where you can 
still have a sip of old jenever or corn spirit. In the Windmill Museum De Nieuwe Palmboom 
you can see the miller at work and exhibitions showing the milling history of Schiedam. 

In the Stedelijk (city) Museum Schiedam you can enjoy Dutch modern and contemporary art, 
with Post War as the main exhibition theme. The museum is located in the restored Sint Jacobs 
Gasthuis and has a wonderful permanent collection of over 250 Cobra works. 

CULINAIRY SURPRISES 

With a voyage of discovery through Schiedam, there are also culinary 
surprises not to be missed. Many restaurants and cafes are situated in 
special locations such as monumental warehouses, or malt-houses or 
mills. Colourful cultures, history and modern times come together in 
the building, the interior and the cuisine of the restaurants. With its 
many restaurants, cafes and terraces, the Grote Markt is one of the 
liveliest squares in the region. If you would rather be near the water, 
then take your place on the floating terrace, which has an endless view 
over the Lange Haven.

Proposed constitution changes. 

A motion has been submitted by Pieter Leeflang and Lianna 
Parker for some essential constitution changes. 

A handout with the present constitution clause and the amended 
version will be available as a handout at the AGM for 
discussion but following is a short summary what the proposed 
changes are about. 

1. Register of Financial Members. Clearer details for 
whom and how the full membership list is accessible. 

2. Nomination fee for new Members and a weekly activity 
fee. These requirements to be deleted 

3. Outstanding Membership Fees. Four month grace 
instead of the current One month grace. Our constitution 
recently says that if members have not paid their fees by 
the end of January they should not use the club’s 
facilities. 

4. Management Committee numbers. The ability to have 
up to 11 instead of 7 Committee Members. Running a 
club in this electronic age is more complicated and more 
experts in their respective fields are needed. 

5. Members Guests. Amend these clauses to abide by the 
current Liquor Licensing Laws requirements and make 
the signing of a guest book no longer compulsory. 

6. Alteration to the Neerlandia Constitution at AGM’s. 
Modifications to bring this clause in line with current 
Liquor Licensing Laws and Department of Consumer 
Protection requirements 

7. Winding up. Replace this clause completely with a more 
detailed one taking into consideration the requirements 
of the current Liquor Licensing Laws and Department of 
Consumer Protection requirements.

The females played the ‘cow bells’ 
and the males played ‘piano 
accordions’. Aat was the leading 
accordion player and organized the 
music and the timing; and of course 
the hilarious rehearsals. For this 
occasion the men especially went out 
to purchase ‘Accordions’ at a cost of 


$400 a piece! A cost that was 
overlooked, because it was for ‘the 
fun of it’. He was also cast in a skit 
as a mouth organ player - the skit 
was taking off the Dutch comedian 
‘Doris’ and naturally the mouth 
organ was a ‘laundry brush’.

Prins Maurits van Oranje. 

The Kingdom of the Netherlands has its origins in Castle 
Dillenburg, Duchy of Nassau in the German State of Hessen. 
The castle was built in 1240 by Hendrik II of Nassau and 
became the birthplace in 1533 of Willem Count of Nassau 
and Prince of Orange, our 'Willem de Zwijger'. Maurits 
came into the world in the ancient castle of Dillenburg on 14 
November 1567 as the son of Willem of Orange and 
Princess Anna of Saxony. He was named after his maternal 

grandfather the Elector 
Maurice of Saxony, 
who was a well known 
general. Maurits grew 
up in Dillenburg under 
the guardianship of his 
uncle Jan van Nassau, 
as his dad Willem was 
in the lower countries 
leading the Dutch 
revolt against the 
Spanish. He studied 
military history, 
strategy and tactics in 
Heidelberg and later in 
Leiden where he met 
Simon Stevin, a 
Flemish mathematician 
and military engineer. From Stevin he learned clever siege 
theories and effective military strategies. The Provinces of 
Holland and Zeeland paid for Maurits studies as his father's 
estates where mortgaged to the hilt in order to raise 
sufficient money to pay professional soldiers in Spanish pay 
to fight troops. It should be understood that both sides, the 
Spanish and the Dutch, were trying to defeat each other with 
mercenaries for hire. 

His studies completed, the provinces Holland and Zeeland 
appointed Maurits as their Stadtholder in the year 1585, his 
eighteens birthday. Taking an active part in the fighting 
army and proving to be a foremost military strategist, he was 
promoted to the top job of Captain General of the Dutch 
military forces. It was on the 4th of March 1590 that Breda 
was captured by Maurits' troops by a clever ruse of the now 
famous 'Turfschip' invasion. The provinces of Utrecht and 
Overijssel were quick to appoint him as Stadtholder, 
followed by Gelderland the following year in 1591. 

Maurits proved to be an outstanding military reformer, he 
created a new form of Cavalry, the so called Curassiers and 
formed regiments of light artillery as well as introducing 
strict military discipline and training. He proved to be very 
successful in taking quite a number of fortified cities from 
Spanish control, like with his campaign in 1597 during 
which he conquered the cities of Turnhout, Alphen, 

Rijnberk, Meurs, Bredevoort, Groenlo, Goor, Enshede, 
Oldenzaal, Oostmarsum and Lingen. The siege of 
Bredevoort especially was noteworthy on the ninth of 
October as the place was considered impregnable being 
surrounded by swamps. Maurits however had bridges 
constructed which floated on cork, an invention that made it 
possible to bring in his artillery close enough to breach the 
city walls and for his troops to enter, as he had learned from 


Simon Stevin. A bloody battle followed, whereby the 
enemy took refuge in the castle. While Maurits' troops 
were looting, a fire broke out, destroying most of the place. 
On payment of a ransom, the enemy troops hiding in the 
castle, were allowed to leave. Though very upset about the 
fire, Maurits reckoned that Bredevoort would be an 
example for other cities, not to oppose him when a demand 
for surrender to the Republic was issued. During the years 
following 1590, Maurits achieved the final liberation from 
the heavy hand of Austrian/Spanish rule through the battle 
at Nieuport (Nieuwpoort) on the 2nd of July 1600. 

Much happened however before this historical battle took 
place. 

One could presume that it all started when King Philip II of 
Spain, during some time before his death on 13 September 
1598, ceded all his entitlements of the Lower Countries to 
his beloved daughter Isabella by way of a dowry when she 
married her second cousin Albrecht of Austria on the 18th 
of April 1599. Albrecht was the sixth son of Emperor 
Maxixilian II and had been appointed in 1596 as Governor 
of the Republic of the Netherlands on behalf of the Spanish 
Crown. Albrecht had no intention to take up residence in 
the Netherlands, and he in turn appointed his uncle 
Cardinal Andreas of Austria as governor in his name. The 
Dutch now had to look at Austria as their sovereign power, 
aided and abetted by those accursed Spanish foes. To the 
dismay of the Republic, Cardinal Andreas was not slow to 
set about to weaken the Dutch resistance forces as you will 
read further on. 

At this same time General Francesco de Mendoza invaded 
the eastern provinces, capturing Rijnberk on the way, but 
Maurits managed to stop the invaders using his strategical 
superiority to his advantage over his Spanish opposition. 
The following year Mendoza again invaded the Republic, 
now with 26.000 infantry and supporting 300 cavalry but 
his siege of Zaltbommel was beaten off in August 1599. 
While Maurits had been busy on land, a problem had 
developed with pirates operating from Duinkerke, 
attacking the merchant vessels on their way to the 
Mediterranean, Portugal or the Far-East, as well as the 
local fishing vessels, all using the Channel area between 
France and England. Duinkerke also was the main harbour 
for a Spanish fleet, operating against the rebellious Dutch 
and it was in this place also that ship-owners, intending to 
become pirates, could obtain a 'Letter of Marque' issued by 
the Spanish Admirality, as they were the sovereign power. 
However those dreaded pirates still managed to dodge 
those Dutch warships blockading the harbour. 

This same blockade also stopped Spanish troops 
commanded by the Duke of Parma, ready to board the 
galleons of the Spanish Armada which were anchored near 
Grevelingen (Gravelines) and waiting for a message from 
Parma. The Armada as you know was dispatched to teach 
the Protestant Elisabeth I a lesson and take over the 
country, thereby reverting it again to Catholicism. 
Elisabeth's half sister, Mary Queen of Scots, being married 
for a short time to Philip II, had promised him that after her 
death he would inherit the English throne. History tells us 
that Mary was beheaded on the 8th of February 1587 on 
the orders of Elisabeth. And Philip II therefore dispatched 
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the mighty Armada in 1588 to beat England into 
submission. Now while the Armada was waiting, Admiral 
Francis Drake ordered burning fire-ships to sail towards 
the closely anchored Armada vessels, using a favourable 
wind blowing towards the Spanish fleet and causing some 
ships to burn. In great haste, anchors were cut loose and 
the Armada set sail, but the nearby cruising English war 
vessels commanded by Drake gave battle and sunk three 
galleons, this all together with the help of the Republic's 
twenty two well armed war-ships, which were outsailing 
the slow enemy and causing heavy losses to the now 
scattered remnants of the once proud Armada. The 
Armada's battle order was by now in total disarray and 
each vessel individually tried to escape the onslaught and 
was being blown north and around Ireland in the mid- 
September raging storms, finally to scramble home with 
only 67 ships out of the original 130, losing a total of 
20.000 crew and soldiers. 

Enter Johan van Oldendenbarneveldt, born at Amersfoort 
on 14th September 1547, Lord of Berke and Rodenrijs, 

Gunterstein, Bakkum and 
Amersfoort (in 1619). 

He studied law in 
Leuven, Bourges, 
Heidelberg and Padua 
and travelled widely. He 
fought with Willem van 
Oranje's forces during 
the siege of Haarlem in 
1573 and again at Leiden 
in 1574. He was 
appointed to the position 
of Pensionary of 
Rotterdam and thereby 
automatically became a 
member of the 'Staten 
van Holland'. He fiercely opposed the policies of Robert 
Dudley, Earl of Leicester, the favourite and friend of 
Queen Elisabeth I of England, and preferred Maurits in 
lieu to become the Republic's Stadtholder. The Earl led an 
English campaign (1585-1587) against Spain in support of 
the Dutch revolt and thereby accepted the position of 
Governor to the Dutch Republic, hereby greatly upsetting 
Queen Elisabeth. Choosing an easy way out of a bad 
situation, Leicester left Holland in 1587. 

Because of his great ability as a statesman, van 
Oldenbarneveldt was appointed to the position of 
Raadspensionaris of the Republic on the 16th of March 
1586, a position he held for nearly 33 years. Because of his 
great ability as a negotiator, van Oldenbarneveldt managed 
to keep the half independent array of provinces forming 
the 'Republic of the Seven Provinces' from separating 
during the first two years in his position. 

Johan van Oldenbarneveldt and Prince Maurits worked in 
harmony together to the great advantage of the Republic; 
Maurits concentrated on training and leading his armies 
and had no particular liking for politics or the capacity as a 
statesman. And so through their varied interests, their 
personalities did not clash for a long time. The first signs 
of a fall-out surfaced when Maurits was ordered to move 
his troops to Flanders in order to attack Spanish forces in 


the region of 
Nieuwpoort. This 
directive came 
from the 'Staten 
Generaal', 
controlled by 
Raadspensionaris 
Johan van 
Oldenbarneveldt, 
as they believed 
that the time was right to attack the Spanish controlled 
troops, spread out in a number of Provinces, who were 
getting out of hand and were looting because of great arrears 
in their pay. Maurits opposed strongly, reasoning that his 
forces were not strong enough for the task. However with 
the troops available, Maurits marched towards the forts St 
Andries and Crevecour. Fort Crevecour was attacked first by 
the Republican troops, being defended by German and 
Flemish troops who were rebelling while not having been 
paid for the last three years. On March 24, the troops 
surrendered and agreed to join and fight alongside Maurits' 
troops. At Fort St. Andries the siege developed in a different 
way. This fort was built by Andries, Cardinal of Austria, 
since his appointment as Stadtholder, while Zaltbommel 
during that time was under attack by Mendoza's forces. 

Here, while the 2000 defenders were rebelling because of 
their pay-arrears, they still did not want to surrender, but 
after a month of siege, hunger compelled them to negotiate 
and offered to withdraw on payment of 500.000 guilders. 
Maurits counter offered 125.000 guilders which was 
grudgingly accepted on the 8th of May 1600 after being 
threatened with more bombardments. It was also mutually 
agreed that they would join the army of Frederik Hendrik, 
half brother of Maurits, as 'Nieuwe Geuzen'. The time had 
now come that Maurits was ordered to move towards 
Duinkerke and attack, counting on the support of the 
Flemish population who were suffering from looting troops 
under Spanish control. 

This military campaign, according to Maurits and his cousin 
Willem Lodewijk van Nassau Stadtholder of Friesland, was 
fraud with danger so deep into Spanish controlled territory 
with Spanish Brugge and Ghent threatening behind the 
backs of their advancing troops. In the end, with a lot of luck 
and foresight, a major battle had been won near Nieuwpoort 
on the 2nd of July 1600. Throughout the years of successful 
campaigning, Maurits had proved to be a recognised 
outstanding military tactician. This strengthened his position 
against Oldenbarneveldt who was keen to negotiate a peace 
treaty with Spain. Maurits on the other hand, supported by 
military and naval leaders and many Calvinist clergy, 
maintained that the Spaniards were merely seeking a truce in 
order to build up strength to renew their attacks on the 
Republic. Finally after many exhausting negotiations, a 
'Twelve year Truce' was signed on the 9th of April 1609. 

As from the 23rd of August 1618, Maurits consolidated his 
political power after removing van Oldenbarneveldt from 
office by having him arrested and so as Prince of Orange he 
became effectively the ruler of the Republic of the Seven 
Provinces.
